CONCERNING WEIGHT LIMITS FOR CERTATN COMMERCIAL MOTOR VEHTCLES

ON NONINTERSTATE HIGHWAYS.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:

Section I. Section 32L.463, subsection 5, paragraph c' Code

Supplement 2009, is amended to read as follows:
c, (t) The maximum gross weight allowed to be carried on

a ioÊ commercial motor vehicler other
than a special truck, on noninterstate highways' provided the
vehicle is operated by a person with a commercial driver's
license valid for the vehicle operated unless section 321.1764
applies, is as follows:

NONTNTERSTATE HTGHWAYS

MAXIII,IUM GROSS WEIGHT TABLE
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(2) Notwithstanding any provision of this section to the
contrary, the maximum gross weight allowed to be carried on a
noninterstate highway by a livestock vehicle with five axles'
a minimum distance in feet between the centers of the first
and fifth axles of sixty-one feet, and a minimum distance
between the two rear axles of at least eight feeL and one inch
is eighty-six thousand pounds.
